PIERREPONT’S DENIAL OF THE ST. LOUIS NEWSPAPER 
CHARGES. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasaincton, D. C., March 1.—The Attorney- 
General, whose attention has been directed to 
recent reports sent from Washington to the St. 
Louis Times—asserting that. during all the stages 
of the Babcock trial, Judge Pierrepont had drawn 
from District-Attorney Dyer the plans of the 
prosecution and the evidence in its possession, 
and communicated it to Storrs, of Babcock’s 
counsel; and that it was dove not once but 
many tames; and that, in order that there might 
be no surprise, Col. Dyer was called to Wasb- 
ington and induced to confide to the Attorney- 
General all the secrets of the prosecution, 
which, in turn, became the property of Babcock 
and Storrs—said that they are not true. He 
does not know Storrs, and never spoke to bim in 
his life. He has never said a word or written @ 
line to Judge Porter about the Babcock case. 
He has never spoken with Babcook about the 
case since his indictment, Before his indict 
ment he and Secretary Bristow called Babcock 
into the President's room one day and there, in 
the presence of Gen. Grant, told him of the 
stories that were current about him, and that 
was the only conversation he ever had with 
him on the subject. He never spoke 
with any of the counsel on either side of the 
Babcock case about the testimony except with 
Dyer and Eaton. 

ALL ABOUT THAT LETTER. 

In regard to the letter which has now become 
so famous, and which has been interpreted as 
having been sent for the purpose of intimidat- 
ing witnesses and preventing accomplices from 
testifying, Pierrepont says, first, that no cor- 
rect copy of it has yet been published. The copy } 
that has been going the rounds of the press for 
a month is inaccurate in many particu- 


lars. He says that the circumstances 
under which the letter was sent 
were these: Reports had appeared in 


the newspapers that arrangements were making 
to prevent the punishment of whisky-thieves by 
the wholesale, and his attention, as well as that 
of the President, had been directed to them, 
and, on the day on which the letter was written, 
these had accumulated and had been corroborat- 
ed by the assertion of a Supervisor of Interval 
Revenue, who brought 
EXAGGERATED REPORTS OF SUCH ARRANGEMENTS. 
Under these circumstances, and to prevent 
public scandal, the President asked the Attorney- 
General to write this letter, which, he 
claims, contains no hint that the testimony 
of the accomplices was not to be received. 
Judge Pierrepont savs that the letter was a per- 
fecly proper one, and that its only object was to 
prevent a great scandal. Had it not been for 
the great excitement of the time, it would have 
been considered perfectly proper. In regard to 
THE PUBLICATION OF THE LETTER, 
the Attorney-General knows nothing. He at 
first supposed that it had been given to the press 
by Dyer, but is now convinced that he did the 
District-Attorney injustice. Mr. Pierrepont said 
that the teason why his letter was sent to Dyer 
was that a Supervisor of Internal Revenue had 
represented to the President and to himself that 
bargains were being made to let off needlessly a 
large number of persons whose testimony was 
of little value to the Government, Mr. Pierre- 
pont did not say so, but there is no doubt that 
the Supervisor was Tutton. Pierrepout further 
said that be had no knowledge as to the manner 
in which the letter which purports to be his be- 
came published. He had intended that it should 
be strictly private, and bad never imagined that 
it would ever pass from the hands of those to 
whom it was addressed.

ROOT. 
THE FIRST INFORMANT. 

The recent developments around the Govern- 
ment Building, which culminated in the expose 
of Chief Deputy Collector C. L. Root, the is- 
suance of a warrant for his arrest, and his flight 
to parts unknown, supposed to be the quiet of 
an inland Canadian village, have created no lit- 
tle talk in whisky circles, and among the lower 
ranks of Government officials ; and the conun- 
drum has been several times asked, Who first 
squealed on him? It will be remembered that 
some three weeks ago Tur Tannen contained 
a long article, the substance of which 
was that a prominent and trusted clerk in the 
Collector's office had been guilty of crookedneses 
in colltuding with several of the distillers, where- 
by they were to run wide open, although the re- 
ports and documents onfile in the Collector’s office 
ostensibly showed that several of their mash- 
tubs were placed under a formidable combine- 
tion of sealing-wax and red tape. Many of the 
distillers of the ‘‘ first batch” were aware of 
Root 's obliquity, and yet when they were before 
the Star-Chamber and the Grand Jury, they 
newer revealed the fact. That eccentricity of 
Mr. Boot was kept by them as profound a secret 
as the riddle of the sphinx. They never alluded 
to it in the most remote manner. 

For prudential reasons, those members of the 
** second batch who koew of the facts in the 
case, and who ran undisturbed until the end of 
the year, when the officials came down upon 
them in consequence of the squealing of a cer- 
tain element in the first batch, and the revela- 
tions of Storekeepers and Gaugers, never opened 
their lips on the subject. They could not afford 
to squealon Root, thev knew it would 
place themselves in jeopardy, and up to the very 
moment that their places were seized they hug- 
ged to their bosoms the fond delusion that the 
Government bad nothing against them and that 
they would come out all right.

A DELUGE AT VALPARAISO. 

Chilean papers give particulars of the terrible 
deluge of rain which fell upon the city of Val- 
paraiso on the 10th of December last. Early in 
the afternoon thunder claps commenced to shake 
the heavens, as it seemed, and the skies looked 
black and sullen as if brewing a fearful tempest. 
Soon the rains commenced to fall in torrents, 
pouring down with immense force. It seemed 
as if the clouds could not oontain the force with- 
in them, and they literally burst over the city. 
It was a tremendous waterspout striking us at 
one fell blow. The guiches around the city were 
instantaneously turned into mvers, which over- 
flowed themselves, sending fright into the hearts 
of the people and carrying away all obstacles. 
From 4 to 5 o’clock in the afternoon Valparaiso 
appeared to be a city floating on a red sea. The 
principal streets looked like the natural courses 
of rivers, and could be navigated. This was 
actually the case on Cochrane street and other 
streets. A like condition of things was to be 
seen elsewhere, and the streets centering on the 
public plaza turned the square into a lake. 

Victoria and Independence streets were 80 
swollen that they looked like two tumultuary 
rivers, and seemed to be the natural outlet for 
this extraordinary deluge. 

The calamity produced 47 is general. It is 
not possible on this, the day following, to give 
full particulars of the destruction caused, but it 
is safe to say that the number of bouses feeling 
the force of the rain-tempest is much ter 
than those that escaped. To give an idea of 
the immense bodies of earth which swept down 
and banked up in the streets, a full force at 
work since the flood subsided has been unable to 
make impressions upon the vast mud-banks. 
There are enormous piles wherever the water 
was stopped in its headlong course. During the

LOUISIANA, 
REVOLUTION LOUDLY DEMANDED.

New Or.ieans, March 1.—The situation is in- 
teresting. To-day was one of great ‘excitement 
in the House of Representatives, though it did 
not communicate very far beyond the doors of 
the State-House. The White League organ, the 
Democrat, is attempting to create trouble, and 
came out this morning advising the House to 
impeach Kellogg over again, as well as Lieut. - 
Gov. Antoine, and all others who stood between 
Mr. Estellette, the Democratic Speaker of the 
House, andthe Gubernatorial chair. The fol- 
lowing are extracts from the Democrat, and de- 


velop the revolutionary programme : 

Let the House present to the Senate its impeach- 
ment of Kellogg, Antoine, and Anderson, and let Mr. 
Estellette take charge of the Executive office, Let the 
House also impeach Supreme Judges Ludling, Talie- 
faro, Howell, and Hawkin. Impeachment will sus- 
pend. Let Mr. Estellette call the General Assembly in 
extra session if he sees fit, and appoint Judges ad in- 
terim in place of those who may be im If 
the House will see that the impeachment is made ef- 
fective by declaring Mr. Estellette Acting Governor, 
the people will enforce Mr, Estellette’s authority. As 
Governor he will command the military. He can sus- 
pend such Generals as Campbell and find Generals 
who will command and lead bis military, should re- 
sistance be offered by the conspirators to the enforce- 
ment of the law. 

ACCORDINGLY,

Under Oath of Absolute 
Secrecy. 


The Plymouth Examining Com- 
mittee Demand Publicity, 
But in Vain.

Brooxiyn, N. ., March 1.—There were hot 
words at Piymoath Church this evening between 
Bowen and the Examining Committee, the re- 
sult of which left him still with his secret un- 
told, but once more proclaimed in the form of a 
charge against Beecher. But he was put in a 
position which he cannot maintain long. The 
Church had the advantage at the start, inas- 
much as it had decided in advance that Bowen 
should answer orally certain questions which 
the Examining Committee had come prepared to 
make, as they had already reduced them to 
writing, but Bowen soon deprived them of this 


advantage. 


THE FIRST QUESTION 
asked him was where he had first heard reports 
to discredit Beecher. He made no direct reply, 
but rose and read off a written statement of his 
position in the matter, urging that he was 
being disciplined tor not talking, and that the 
church refused to receive his statement made a 
week ago. He declined to give any other facts 
until they had answered what be had already 
stated. Several interruptions indicated the 
hostile mood of Plymouth, and even the Clerk 
and Commitsee betrayed their feelings by various 
ill-considered and 
IMPOLITIC ACTS. 

Bowen finally answered that he had first heard 
reports against Beecher in 1857 and 1858. When 
asked what these were he submitted the propo- 
sition to give to a committee of three, whom he 
named, all prominent churchmen, the facts 
and names demanded conditional on their keep- 
ing them absolutely secret. This, he agreed to 
do in the presence of Beecher, if Beecher de- 
manded them, and he turned fiercely on Beecher 


and asked : 
DO YOU DEMAND THEM?” 

There was a general demurrer to this proposi- 
tion, all the Committee refusing to be bound by 
the promave of secrecy. One man asserted that 
the Church would dishonor itself to vote a secret 
investigation of such public charges. Beecher, 
too, insisted that he would submit to no secret 
investigation. He had nothing to gain by it. 
Finally Ross Raymond and Shearman insisted 
on accepting Bowen's proposition with the 
amendment that the woman involved by Bowen s 
charges should be permitied to appear by 
counsel or friends te protest. This was voted by 
the Church, but , 

BOWEN EMPHATICALLY REFUSED 
to assent to it. Beecher, in the only speech of 
the evening, made the point against Bowen that 
he pretended solicitude for the woman and yet 
refused to consent to her coming forward to de- 
fend herself. This was the great weakness of 
Bowen's position, and the Examining Commit- 
tee emphasized it by formally summoning him 
to appear, and then reporting that he declined to 
do so. 
CHARGES AGAINST BOWEN 
had meantime been read, charging him with 
falsehood, dishonesty, and slander, and to these 
a new charge was then added, still further point- 
ing out the weakness of his position. Nothing 
of a decidedly sensational character occurred, 
The feeling was strong and intense rather thaa 
exciting. One member moved to expel Bowen, 
when his son Clarence sprang to his feet and in- 
sisted on an amendment which was evidently in- 
tended to apply to Beecher, but the first resoln- 
tion was deciared out of order, and the amend- 
ment of course fell unheard.

THE ICK-CROP, 


Prices During the Season—Stocks en 
Riand—No Danger of a Famine. 

The extreme miidness of the winter thas far 
has caused many people to believe that ice 
would be very scarce this coming summer, and 
that what has heretofore been considered a ne- 
cessity in every family would become a luxury, 
from its scarcity and consequent high price. 
No ice has been gathered to speak of 
year. The [Illinois 
River and other streams, 
in the interior of the State have failed to yield 
the customary ice crops. An ice famine is not 
at all probable, however. 
has been among the ice firms in this city during 
the past few days, and, though ice will be higher 
than it was last year, the charges for it will not 
be exorbitant, as a good crop will be gathered. 
Last year families were supplied with ice at the 
rate of 15 pounds per day for 50 cents a week. 
It has been claimed that at this price the busi- 
ness of supplying ict to families was a losing 
one to dealers. It is well known that the winter 
of 1874˙5 was very cold, andthe ice-crop gath- 
ered was unusually large, greater, in fact, than 
Last summer, too, was a 
bad season for ice dealers, on account of the 


backwardness of warm 
days in June and July.

ONE-THIRD OF LAST YEARS ICE 
was still housed when December set in. 
winter demand for ice has been good,—much 
better than for many years. 

Mesers. J. P. Smith & Co. have cut ice this 
year at Fond du Lac.

THE TREASURY COIN-BALANCE, 


Secretary Bristow’s Report te the 
House of Nepreseniatives. 
New York Bulletin, Feb. 29. 

The resolution of Mr. Sayler, calling for a 
statement of the component parts of the coin 
balance of the Treasury, has brought out from 
Mr. Bristow the following figures as showing the 


condition of the items on Feb. 24:

From this it would appear that the amount of 
gold held by the Treasury, against which there 
is no Outstanding claim payable on demand, is 
only $13,341,423, The question in which the 
public are most interested however, is, what 
is the total amount of gold in the Treasury; and 
this does not at first sight appear from the 
statement here given. A little examination, 


however, will develop that point. First, there 


is, in the return, a class of items representing 
gold transactions which may be considered as in 
the suspense account; that is, items represent- 
ing gold obligations actually paid, but held inthe 
till until the acoounts are finally adjusted on the 
Treasury books, during which interval these ob- 
ligations are reckoned as so much gold. Of this 
clases are the items numbered 1, 8, 4, and 5, aggre- 
ating $15,681,040. These represent not gold on 
nd, but gold parted with. Second, comes a class 
of items representing outstanding obligations to 
pay gold, some overdue and others not, but all 
subject to payment ondemand. These are the 
items numbered 2, 6, 7, and 8, and amount in the 
aggregate to $45,770,944. Against these the 
easury holds dollar for doilar in gold. This 
portion of the gold is to be regarded as J mem 
belonging to the public, and not to the Treasury, 
ioasmuch as it is ali subject to demand pay- 


ment. In addition to this, the Government 


holds $13,341,423 of gold exempt from any pres- 


ent liability — 2 and which may be prop- 
erly considered i 

fore holds first $45,770,944, subject to payment 
on demand, and $13,341,423 not so subject; mak- 


ts own. The Goverument there- 


ing a total of $59,112,367 of actual gold in the 


Treasury. Besides this, there is $14,193,618 of 
silver coin and bullion; which, boweyer, being 
only a very limited tender in payments, and de- 
preciated, is not to be regarded as so much ordi- 
pary available cash, nor as a legitimate reserve 
against United States notes. 


It results, then, that the Treasury now holds 


close upon $60,000,000 of the kind of metal that 
is required for the purposes of resumption ; 
which, we presume, may be taken as about 
representing the average sum held for many 
months past. It is open to some diversities of 
opinion how far this should be considered as an 
available reserve for the requirements of re- 


sumption. The $9,000,000 of overdue interest 


is a varying item, being sometimes larger some- 
times less; but there ie always a certain amount 
of coupons due but not collected, which by 80

apparent why the holding of a certain percent- 


age of reserve against them should not be as 
legitimate as u would be as against United 


States motes. Next comes the 8384, 000. 
000 held against gold certificates. II 
tt were certain that on the _ inaug- 
uration of resumption, the holders of 
these obligations would demand their conver- 
sion into coin, it would then be necessary to re- 
gard the gold now held against them as wholly 
unavailable for the general purposes of r. 
sumption. But we see no reason for supposing 
that any such conversion would be demanded. 
The gold certificates would be no more a claim 


ppon gold than would greenbacks; and would 


be subject to no other motives for converting 
them than would apply to legal tenders. The 
legal tenders would, indeed, be every way 
preferable to the certificates. They would be 
an equally direct claim upon gold at the Treas- 
ury ; they would be equally available for bank 
reserves; and, by virtue of their legal- 
tender quality, they would be more availa- 
ble for the purpose of payments either 
by individuals or banks. On the supposition, 
therefore, that resumption were undertaken in 
a manner to command contidence at the large 
financial centres, there is every probability that 
one of the earliest changes connected with that 
operation would be the exchange of the certifi- 
cates for United States notes. The reason that 
the gold owned by the public is permitted to 
rest in the Treasury is, that it is safer and more 
convenient to handle its representatives than 
the coin itself; and this reason would r 
with the same force after resumption as it does 
now; sothat we conclude the gold deposited 
against certificates would remain in the — 
ry after resumption. This being the case, we 
see no reason why the whole $60,000,000 of gold 
now in the Treasury should not be regarded as a 
contribution to its full extent towards the gold 
reserve to be ultimately held at resumption.

Bowen appeared again before the Examin- 
ing Committee of Plymouth Church last 
evening.

with everybody very angry, but no fight. 


An emphatic and sweeping denial is made 
by Attorney-General Presrepont in reference 
to the story of the Washington correspondent 
of the St. Louis 7imes, that all the testimony 
and the plan of the prosecution in the Bas- 
cock case were submitted to the Attorney- 
General by his order, and were by him 
revealed to the accused and hiscounsel. Mr. 
Emery A. Storrs, of this city, Gen. Bas- 
cocx’s senior counsel, confirms Judge PIII 
pont’s denial, asserting that he never ex- 
changed a word with the Attorney-General 
on this or any other subject while in Wash- 
ington just previous to the trial. So far as 
denial, both circumstantial and in general, 
can go, the whole ground is covered and the 
story is refuted. There sti!l remains, how- 
ever, a mystery surrounding the publication 
of that which purported to be Judge PAN. 
pont’s letter of instruction, and the author of 
that letter appears to be unable to throw any 
valuable light upon the subject, or to account 
for the leak which undeniably existed. 


Since the Common Council began its eco- 
nomical career in dealing with the annual 
estimates, nothing but good words have been 
spoken of that previously much-cursed body of 
local legislators, but there has been a general 
apprehension that before the estimates were | 
disposed of the Council would cut loose in 
some direction, and commit extravagance 
enough te counterbalance all the reductions. 
That time seems to have arrived. The spasm 
of retrenchment ends with the taking up of 
the question of sewerage. Every Alderman 
representing a ward outside the heart of the 
city has his little sewer scheme, and he is 
prepared to vote for any and every other 
little sewer scheme if he can obtain sup- 
port for his own, until the grand 
aggregate of all the little sewer schemes 
threatens to reach an appalling figure. Peti- 
tions of all sorts and sizes—some of them 
signed by property-owners who really want 
and need the sewers, and others circulated by 
contractors who only want the jobs of con- 
struction—are cited to show the demands of 
the people, who, in fact, are not at all strenu- 
ous in the matter. The little sewer schemes 
are simply re-election schemes, but the Alder- 
men who have opened the door to lavish ex- 
penditure in this direction will do well to re- 
member that their actions are closely scru- 
tinized by a tax-paying constituency whose 
temper is just now a thing to stand in awe of, 
and who will resent any departure whatever 
from the policy of limiting this year’s mu- 
nicipal outlay to the lowest possible point. 


THE COOE ee REPUBLICAN 

The General Council of the Cook County 
Central Republican Club, which held its first 
meeting on Tuesday evening last, struck a 
trenchant blow at the tax-eaters which has 
already sent a shiver through their ranks, and 
created a well-founded apprehension among 
them that a popular tempest is about to burst 
upon them. The action of the Council has 
also brought the Club prominently before the 
people of this city and county, and there- 
fore makes the present time an opportune 
one to acquaint our readers with the plan of 


organization and the purposes of the Club, 
of which the Grand Council is a practical 


The voting element of the community may 
be divided with three classes: First, the 


business men, who are a minority in num- 


ber, but if properly organized have an im- 
mense influence; second, the mass of the 
people, who are generally right when not 
misled by bad men; and third, the poli- 
ticians proper, who will go with the tide, 
controlling it if they can. To harmonize 
these three classes and employ their com- 
bined power to bring about an honest and 
economical administration of public affairs is 
the central object of this Club. In order 
the more completely to unite and harmonize 
these classes, the Club has been organized 
upon the Representative plan, consisting, 
first, and embracing as part of its machinery, 
the auxiliary ward or town club, in which 
every person may participate; second, 
the Grand Council, composed of the 
delegates from each auxiliary club, which 
constitutes the popular branch, and which 
will discuss and consider general propositions 
by which the public will be advised as to 
facts and aided in forming a healthy opin- 
ion; and third, of the Executive Committee, 
which represents the conservative element, 
together with the detailed movement of the 
body. The Committee on Local Taxation 
also propose from time to time to furnish 
facts and figures and suggest remedies for 
discussion, to the end that the people may be 
fully advised. The General Council, acting 
upon these propositions, will recommend 
their consideration to the auxiliary clubs, so 
that in the end the candidate will be obliged 
to conform his position to that of the people 
who nominate him. The organization thus 
hes two practical objects to accomplish: 
First, the settlement of propositions; and 
second, to place candidates for local 
offices on some platform where their 
views will harmonize with the views 
of the people, and in a position where 
they will not dare to violate the confidence 
reposed in them. It will be seen at once 
that an organization of this kind can formu- 
late the honesty, the vitality, and virtue of 
the Republican party, and thus place itself in 
a position to grapple with every question of 
interest before the public, and eventually 
solve it in the best interests of the whole 
people, and as such it commends itself to 
every citizen who has the welfare of Chicago 
and Cook County at heart. 

The action of the meeting of the Council 
on Tuesday evening shows that it is in ear- 
nest. It addressed itself to work in a practical, 
straight-forward way, by indorsing the re- 
port of the Committee on Local Taxation, 
which located the evils arising from the pres- 
ent system of levying and collecting taxes 
and .disbursing money very succinctly as 
follows : 


@ Gt. 0% Extra sold at $8.25@9.00. | 


Firdt—Unnecestsry taxation, 


Second—Excessive taxation for necessary purposes, 

Third—Unequal taxation, by which tangible proper- 
ty—notably resl-estate—is made to bear the chief 
burden. 

Fourth—Unjust assessment and “ equalization, ° 
especially in the levy for State revenue, which bears in 
undue proportion on this county. 

Fifth—Unnecessarily expensive collection. 

Sizth—Wasteful and dishonest disbursement of pub- 


lic moneys. 

After this general enunciation of evils for 
which remedies must be sought, the Council 
made a practical application by striking at 
one of the most flagrant schemes of the tax- 
eaters to waste the public money, namely, the 
erection of the new City-Hall, and demand- 
ing that the city and county authorities shall 
so cut down the appropriations for this work 
as to save $1,500,000. This action of the 
Council will commend itself not only to the 
auxiliary Republican Clubs to whom it is di- 
rected, but also to the whole people, except 
that class engaged in eating taxes. It will be 
remembered that in 1872 the Common Coun- 
cil and the County Commissioners fixed upon 
$3,000,000 as the maximum price, which was 
an enormous figure even at that time. 
The plans, however, were made, but before 
work was commenced the panic set in, and 
the matter was dropped for a time. Mean- 
while fresh plans have been prepared, and 
the digging of the foundations has com- 
menced. Since the time that the appropria- 
tion was made, however, the cost of mate- 
rials and labor has so greatly diminished 
that responsible architects and contractors 
stand ready to undertake the work at one- 
half the price as originally fixed. But the 
tax-eating thieves, in order to cling to 
the original estimate, now intend to over- 
come the 50 per cent reduction in the cost of 
building by increasing the items of expendi- 
ture. They propose to absorb the extra 
million and a half by building an enormous 
dome, by increasing the amount of iron, 
glass, and stone, by thickening the walls, by 
adding to the general magnificence and pro- 
fusion of adornment, and in a general way 
by increasing stuff they will increase the 
stealings. The Council ef the Central Club 
has done well to attack this infamous scheme 
at once, to demand that the city shall have 
the benefit of this reduction in the cost of 
material and labor, and to make it an issue in 
the spring campaign. Every ward club in 
the city should promptly indorse this action 
of the Council and enter upon the work of 
saving the city this $1,500,000 at once. The 
Central Club has made a good start in 
the direction of reform, and we believe the 
men who belong to it are sufficiently in 
earnest not to hesitate in the work they have 
commenced. They will e in this good 
work the indorsement not only of the ward 
clubs, but of the whole business element of 
the city and of every honest tax-payer, both 
in the city and country. They have sounded 
the keynote of the municipal campaign, and 
they need not fear that the distressed and 
heavily burdened tax-payers of t&is city will 
not promptly second their labors for re- 
trenchment, and economy, and honesty, not 
only in the building of the City-Hall, but in 
the administration of the entire municipal 
affairs.

THE TREASURY COIN BALANCE AND RE- 
SUMPTION. 

In response to a resolution of Representa- 
tive SarLxR, of Ohio, the Secretary of the 
Treasury has prepared the following state- 
ment showing the coin balances of the 
Treasury at the close of business on the 24th

Upon this small exhibit of available gold” 
in the Treasury the Anti-Resumptionists have 
set up a loud shout that ‘‘resumption is com- 
pletely killed.” Senator Locan is reported 
not to hesitate to say that in his opinion 
this exhibit postponed resumption indefinite- 
ly.” Senator Ociessy thinks the whole mat- 
ter is “‘poppy-cock,” whatever that means, and 
that we are not as near resumption now as 
we were a year ago,” and the Resumption- 
ists have had charge of the Tr@asury all the 
time.” Other Senators expressed surprise 
that there is not more available gold in the 
Treasury, while all the inflationists expressed 


they called indefinite postponement of re- 
sumption.” 
A careful analysis of the Secretary’s figures 


of the coin in the Treasury, of which $14,193,- 
618 is silver ; but when it pays out the sums 
required for the sinking fund and other called 
bonds and interest due on the debt, there 
will only remain $27,535,041 of gold and 
silver. The point we make on this exhibit 1s, 
that it has really nothing to do with the 
question of resumption. Whether there 
happens to be $28,000,000 of coin in the 
Treasury on a particular day or double that 
sum, is a matter of little consequence except 
so far as it affects the Wall street gold mar- 
ket. When the balance in the Treasury runs 
low, the Gold-Room speculators are tempted 
to make corners on the cash gold. 
and run up the premium and knock 
down the value of the greenbacks, because 
it is then out of the power of the Govern- 
ment to sell a large quantity and thereby 
break the corner. Aside from this danger, 
the Government only needs enough gold to 
meet its accruing interest, and there is no 
doubt but it has plenty for that purpose. 
There is a wide difference between redemp- 
tion and resumption on the part of the Gov- 
ernment. The latter term conveys the idea 
that it will undertake to perform the func- 
tions of a bank in regard to its notes,—pay 
them in coin on demand and reissue and keep 
them in circulation,—whereas if it merely re- 


canceled as fast as taken in. 

Now there are more ways of redeeming the 
legal-tender notes than by hoarding gold in 
the Treasury until there shell be $370,000,000 
stacked up, and then opening the doors and 
as suddenly as they are presented redeem and 
destroy the notes. It would be redemp- 
tion of the greenbacks if the Government 
received them for tariff and other taxes 
and then canceled them. They could also 
be redeemed by Scu.Leicuen’s plan of simply 
employing the surplus revenue and the sink- 
ing fund, which has heretofore been used in 
buying bonds to buy up greenbacks at their 
current value, and in a dozen years the last 


of them would be retired. It would also be 


redemption if the Secretary were authorized 
to offer to pay for them in bonds. Suppose 
the holders should present them to him for 
redemption in 4 per cent 30-year gold bonds; 
as fast as he thus received and destroyed 
them they wonld be redeemed. If this au- 
thority were given to the Secretary, he can 
retire every legal-tender note without touch-

There is nothing on which 
to base their elation that can do them any 
good. 

It is only the banks that can resume and 
sustain resumption by reissuing their notes 
as often as they are presented for payment. 
The business of a bank is to loan money, re- 
deem its notes in coin and keep them in cir- 
culation. The banks can resume at any time, 
if Congress will let them. All that is neces- 
sary in order to furnish the country with an 
ample supply of notes redeemable on demand 
in gold is for Congress to repeal the restric- 
tions on the banks which prevent them 
from issuing gold notes. What those are we 
have several times explained. The country 
can have specie notes and coin payments 
whenever Congress will permit, and that, too, 
without touching the greenbacks in any way. 
After the establishment of a gold-note cur- 
rency the greenbacks would continue to 
circulate precisely as they do on the 
Pacific Slope—for what they are worth. 
They would still be used to pay off old 


| debts and to supplement the gold notes so as 
to prevent a stringency in the currency ; but 


sooner or later those who now baw! the loud- 
est for an irredeemable, fluctuating, and de- 
preciated currency would be the most vocif- 
erous for their retirement and disappearance. 


AMERICAN SHIPBUILDING. 

Senator Craacin, of New Hampshire, has 
reintroduced an old acquaintance ina new 
suit of clothes. He calls it A bill to pro- 
vide for means of cheap transportation upon 
the interior waters, and to restore the ocean- 
carrying trade of the United States.” This 
isan ingenious way of putting it, and New 
England hopes by a clap-trap title to secure 
the co-operation of the West in subsidizing 
shipbuilding. That is simply what the bill 
means. The bill proposes to give Govern- 
ment permission toa certain West Virginia 
and New Jersey corporation to locate an 
Atlantic building-yard, with branches on the 
Mississippi and the lakes. The sum of 
$8,000,000 is contemplated as the cost of 
these yards, and it is proposed to raise the 
money on 6 per cent bonds, the Government 
to pay the interest on the cost of constructing 
the yards, and deduct 10 percent of the 
further bounty it shall give them in the way 
of Government work. In other words, the 
Government is first to enable the 
company to raise the money to build its 
yards, and then support them by contracts, 
all for the benefit of the languishing ship- 
building interests of this country. The propo- 
sition is not new, and it is open to the same 
objections as all other subsidy schemes. It is 
the use of Government credit and an imposi- 
tion on Government bounty to sustain an in- 
dustry that cannot sustain itself under our 
system of tariff taxation. Perhaps Congress 
might not seek in vain other interests which 
would also like to enjoy the Government 
bounty in the same way. We fancy there 
are a good many people and a good many 
companies, particularly since the panic of 
1873, who would very much like to have the 
Government set them up in business; but 
we do not know that this is a reason why the 
Government should do it. 

It is strange that the gentlemen who come 
from that part of the country where Mr. 
Cractn lives should so persistently refuse to 
recognize the real cause of the decline in 
American shipbuilding. They go back to 
the War timesto discover that American ship- 
ping was destroyed and driven off the ocean 
by the Alabama and other Rebe! cruisers, and 
they seem to think that this is a special 
reason for Government bounty. But En- 
gland has paid the damage done by the 
cruisers built at her ship-yards, and the men 
who have received the money will not be able 
to restore the ships it represents, or, even if 
they were restored, to sail them on the high 
seas. Now why is this? Simply because 
the United States cannot compete with other 
nations either in shipbuilding or the sail- 
ing of ocean ships under a system 
of taxation that places them con- 
stantly at a disadvantage with the ships 
built and owned in other countries. The 
ships which the Rebel cruisers destroyed 
were built before the theory of protection by 
repressive taxation was made to govern the 
American tariff, and they were sailed under 
the freedom of an unhampered commerce. 
But to renew them now would be at the ex- 
pense of special contributions to the protect- 
ed interests. It is for this reason that there 
is not, and will never be, any private effort 
made to re-establish American commerce on 
a plane with its former prosperity. Mean- 
time it is in vain that the New England gen- 
tlemen, who are mainly responsible for a 
tariff made up for protection and without re- 
gard to revenue, ask the Government to help 
shipbuilding by unnatural bounty; and Mr. 
Cractn’s effort to hoodwink the West and 
South by his reference to cheap transporta- 
tion upon the interior waters,” though more 
ingenious, will not be any more successful 
than previous efforts. 


THE LESSON OF SCHENCK'S MISERY. 

The additional developments in the inves- 
tigation of the miserable Emma Mine scandal 
bring out the bottom facts of Gen. Scuencn’s 
connection with the swindle, and go to the 
very root of the wretched condition in which 
he now finds himself. We quote the follow- 
ing abstract of a portion of the testimony, 
which shows that in addition to the stock in- 
vestment which he heldin the Emma Mine 
he was paid $10,000 in cash, and why he was 
paid it: 

Lyon said he never had any doubt that Taxzxor 
Pank supposed that he knew that Scuexcx bad re- 
ceived $10,000, and related several incidents which led 
him to this conclusion. One of them was that, at one 
time, Pank spoke of the difficulty which Gen, Schw 
experienced in attempting to live upon his salary of 
$17,000, and excused him for a desire to make money 
in other ways. Pank, on that occasion, said Somgence 
had been obliged to pay $700 for s single dress to be 
worn by one of the ladies of his family at the Queen“ 
drawing-room, and that the dress could only be used 
on one occasion. At another time, as Pank wae going 
out to play a game of cards with chr, Lyon re- 
marked to him that it was unfair for Park to win back 
from Somenck all the money which he had made m 
the Emma Mine. TAN replied that Scuexcn did not 
lose much money; Phat he was a very good hand at 
poker, 

From this it appears that it was necessary 
for the American Minister at the Court of St. 
James to become a capper and roper- 
in” for a bogus mining speculation, and to 
gamble at cards in order to cover the ex- 
penses incurred by fashionable profligacy. 
By speculating in bogus stocks and by poker- 
playing he was enabled to present his daugh- 
ter to Queen Victoria in a $700 dress, which 
was of no use afterwards, and this $700 dress 
is pleaded as an excuse for the disgraceful 
part he has played. There is another view 
of this wretched business. This $700 dress 
was paid for in English gold, and was bought 
at free-trade prices, without duty. It repre- 
sented, therefore, a dress which would have 
cost in this country in greenbacks $1,800 to 
$2,000, including the ‘duties. Leaving out 


| the disreputable manner in which Gen. 


Scuencx paid for the fashionable wardrobes 
of his family in order that they may associate 
with the blue bloods of Great Britain, 
if this is the style in which the American 
Minister comports himself, it is high time for 
him to come home. He does not represent 
the plain habits of the Republic nor the 
comparative simplicity of our Republican 
Court, which has not yet arrived at that 
ruinous pitch of fashionable folly which 
characterizes the Scuxencx family. One-hun- 
dred and two-hundred-dollar dresses suffice 
for American ladies at the receptions of the 
American Court. President Grant is the 
head of a nation more powerful than Great 
Britain. If English ladies can be presented 
at the American Court in one-hundred-dollar 
dresses, there is no good reason why Amer- 
ican ladies cannot do the same at the En- 
glish Court; and when an American girl 
spends twenty times that amount upon 
frippery to make an impression upon the high 
bloods of the English Court, and her father 
plays poker and lends his assistance and of- 
ficial title for a consideration to a mining 
swindle in order to pay her expenses, then 
the American Minister is a snob and a tuft- 
hunter who should be sent for to come home 
and make room for some man of character 
and dignity who can represent the simplicity 
of Republican institutions. 

So far as his private affairs are concerned, 
however, Gen. Scuzncx is only one of a large 
class, and the costly dress is only one illus- 
tration out of thousands of that dreadful 
expenditure and profligate waste of money in 
fashionable families which are the secret of 
so many business failures and irregularities 
in this country. Female extravagance and 
fashionable profligacy are causing too many 
of our business men to live beyond their 
means, and to spend every year a sum of 
money far in excess of what their income 
will warrant. It is these causes which, more 
than all others combined, are goading men 
on to dishonorable acts, as they have in the 
case of Gen. Schreck, and which every day 
are driving men into bankruptcy and moral 
and physical ruin. This miserable condition 
will continue until reform in the family com. 
mences. When the female side of the house- 
hold drops fashionable folly, and reckless and 
extravagant waste of money, and lives within 
its means, it may be possible for business men 
to conduct their business without going into 
bankruptcy, and to provide their families 
with money without obtaining it by disrep- 
utable means. More than one of the recent 
failures in this city has been caused, not by 
legitimate business causes, but by the enor- 
mous family expenditures wasted upon fash- 
ionable follies. Is there a better time than 
the Centennial year to return to the old-fash- 
ioned doctrine of living within the means of 
the family and to the practice of economy ? 
If this reform is not speedily effected, the 
skeleton which has been found in Gen. 
Scuencr’s closet will be found in many more 
in all our large cities. 


— — 


Congress, in 1874, yielded to an intense 
clamor from the ruined parents of a number 
of infant mantifactures, and restored the 
duties on a long list of articles to what they 
were before the 10 percent reduction. In 
other words, Congress in 1872 reduced the 
duties on certain articles of imported manu- 
factures 10 per cent, and in 1874 elevated the 
tax to what it was in 1872. The articles in- 
cluded in this reduction and restoration were 
cotton manufactures; wool, worsted, and 
manufactures of; iron and iron manufac- 
tures ; steel and steel manufactures; metals 
and manufactures ; paper and paper manu- 
factures ; manufactures of India rubber and 
gutta percha; manufactures of straw, oil- 
cloths, glass and glassware, pipe and fire- 
clay, and fuller’s earth ; manufactures of leath- 
er (except gloves and mittens); manufactures 
of bone, ivory, and horn ; and licorice paste 
and juice. Upon the meeting of Congress, a 
resolution proposed by Mr. Burcuagp, of 
this State, was passed requestmg the Secre- 
tary to report the effect of this increase of 
duty upon the value of the articles imported 
and the amount of duty collected. The com- 
parison was made as to the quarters of the 
year ending June 30 and Sept. 30, 1874, 
under the reduced duty, and the same quar- 
ters in 1875 with the increased duties. The 
result is as follows ;

The effect of the restoration of the 10 per 
cent tax was to diminish in six months the 
importations $17,000,000, and to cause a loss 
of $4,500,000 to the revenue. That addition 
to the tax was made under the pretext that it 
was necessary to raise $8,000,000 more rev- 
enue, and the result is that, in the first half 
year, the special increase of tax has pro- 
duced a decline in the revenue from the arti- 
cles to which the increase applied equal to 
$4,500,000, or at the rate of $9,000,000 a 
year. And this is the wisdom of Congress, 
and this the operation of taxation for pro- 
tection. Meanwhile the manufacturers are 
no better off than before, consumption has 
been curtailed, the consumers have been 
robbed, and the protected interests are 
still languishing, working their employes on 
part time and poor wages. 


The usual daily dispatches of wars and ru- 
mors of wars in Khokand, growing out of 
Russian schemes of conquest, will now cease, 
Russia having formally annexed that prov- 
ince. Although a small and comparatively 
unknown fragment of Central Asia, it is by 
no means an unimportant accession to the 
Russian dominions. In area it is 165 miles 
in length by 65 miles in width, or about the 
area of the State of New Jersey, and is in- 
habited by 3,000,000 people, or more than 
three times the population of the latter. It 
has a very productive soil, and is noted for 
the excellence and variety of its fruits. Wheat, 
barley, rice, hemp, flax, sorghum, peas, 
beans, madder, tobacco, and cotton are culti- 
vated, and the manufacture of a fine quality 
of silk is its leading branch of industry. In 
1872 there were exported to Russia 8,000,000 
pounds of cotton and 200,000 pounds of silk. 
The country affords pasturage for large herds 
of horses, asses, sheep, and camels, and coal, 
iron, naphtha, and petroleum exist in its 
mountains. Khokan is the capital city, and 
has a population of 60,000, its principal trade 
being in silks, woolens, and leather equip- 
ments. Notwithstanding the advantage which 
Russia has thus secured, the Khan of Kho- 
kand, and his Uzbecks, Pajiks, Kirghiz, and 
Kiptchaks, will be sadly missed from the 
telegraph columns of the daily papers, where- 
in they have played a prominent part so 
long.

THE TRAMP NUISANCE 


Last year the State of Massachusetts enacted 
a law empowering towns to set tramps at work, 
to lock them up over night, and to deal with 
them in such a way as possible to leasen the 
nuisance they create. The results are by no 
means as salutary as the promoters of the law 
expected. In spite of all that can be done, the 
‘‘tramp” still keeps tramping. and how to in- 
duce, not to say force, him to settle down to 
any steady, honest employment, is still the 
problem. The Hon. Sipney ANpREws, Secretary | 
of the Board of State Charities, has made an 
elaborate report in regard to the working of the 
law, from which we take the following extracts: 


There is nothing that the . real tramp so heartily 
bates as work. He will loaf and beg from door to 
door week in and week out, but labor he avoids with 
ingenuity most notable, and when forced into work he 
ig no less a nuisance than before. On this point I pre- 
sent brief extracts from a number of letters: 

Wi We have tried the law with the few 
lodged at our almshouse, but with indifferent success, 
as they invariably perform bad work or break the 
tools, so that it costs more trouble than the labor ob- 
tained ts worth.“ Mi/ford—‘* We do not wish to pun- 
ish the town in order to work the tramps; we should 
have to pay some one to keep them at work; it would 
cost us a dollar at least to get twenty-five 
cents“ worth of work out of them.” Rock 
„We have not worked eur tramps, because we had no 
work available that would not require the timeof a 
man worth as much again to see that they did it.” 
Brid We tried the law at different times, but 
owing to the difficulty of finding suitable employment 
for them, and thé time spent in showing them how to 
do the work, and looking after them to see that it was 
done, the investment proved 3 one.” Walvole~ 
“ We tried working them years ago, but found that it 
cost moretban the labor came to.“ Sharon—* Our 
Superintendent was obliged to watch them while they 
worked, and they were so disinclined to lat or, and 
damaged his tools so much, be came to the conclusion 
he would rather do the work himself.” Gardner—“ We 
offered their services free to people living near where 
we lodge our tramps, but they preferred to hire their 
work done or do it themselves.” Northboro’—* Our 
opinion is that labor performed by tramps will not be 
profitable, for they will not Work unless they are 
under the eye of an overseer, and it costs as much to 
get the work done as it is worth.’ Hadley 
“We have no general work to set them at, 
and to look up a job and boss them would cost a good 
deal more than it would come to,”—Ludiow—" We 
have not tried to _ any work out of them, because it 
would cost more than it is worth.“ Chartemonft—“ We 
have no suitable employment for them, and if we had 
it would cost all the work was worth to get it out of 
them.” Becket concludes with: It would cost as 
much for aman to watch them as the work they did 
would Le worth.” 

Within the past year or two, not afew towns that 
formerly sent their tramps to almshouses, have built 
lock-upe or tramp-ouses, in whieh they are now pro- 
vided for over night. This change of policy does 
not seem to meet the approval of tramps, for at alme- 
houses they generally get warm meals, while the sta- 
ple diet of a lock-up appears to be crackers, with 
cheese or salt fish occasionally added for a reliah, and 
notuing but water by way of drink. 


In answer to a request for suggestions, the 
Chairman of the Boston Overseers says: 


The only recommendation we can offer on the gene- 
ral subject is for a more rigid enforcement of the va- 
graut acta, by the police, municipal magistrates, and 
others in authority. Our Judges, we fear, acting un- 
der a tender regard for the personal liberty of those 
brought before them, hesitate to sentence to the work- 
honse worthless ‘persous, who, for the good of the 
community, as well as their own well-being, should be 
its inmates, An active revival of the letter and spirit 
of the statutes of the Commonwealth res ing va- 
grants and vagabonds would relieve us of much of the 
evil under which the country as well as the city is saf- 
fering. 

On which the Secretary remarks: 

The assertion in the closing sentence of the fo 
ing letter is undoubtedly true, In towns where the 
act of the present year has been y and per- 
sistently enforced, and particularily were citizens have 
co-operated by declining to aid tramps calling at their 
houses, there has been a marked abatement of the in- 
tolerable tramp nuisance. 

On the subject of indiscriminate giving to all 
who apply, Mr. Secretary ANpDREws bas the fol- 


lowing excellent suggestions:

Bo far as we can judge, the *‘ tramp nuisance” 
bas been much more prevalent and more difii- 
cult to manage at the East than at the West. 
Our people, however, have had quite as much of 
it as they care to encounter, and it is well for 
them and for our law-makers to profit by the ex- 
perience of Massachusetts, and to provide hu 
mane but effective remedies against this latest 
outbreak of the vagabond element among us. 

OBITUARY. 
DR. SAMUEL BANCROFT BARLOW. 

Dr. Saunen. Bancrorr Bartow, one of the 
oldest practicing homeopathic physicians in New 
York City, died on Sunday last. He graduated 
in 1822 at the medical school of Yale College, 
and, even as a student, attracted sttention by 
his devotion to medical science and by the ear- 
nest manver in which he attacked the old pfac- 
tice of inordinate bleeding in cases of apoplectic 
nature. Shortly after he cammenced practice 
the HAHNEMANN system was introduced in this 
country, and Dr. Bartow became one of its 
most ardent and aggrossive disciples after a 
long and patient investigation of the system. 
He established himself in New York City as a 
homeopathic physician im 1842, and, at the time 
of his death, was probably the oldest practitioner 
of this school in the country. He was for some 
time President, and for a much longer time a 
Professor, of the Homeopathic Medical College 
of New York. The New York World says of 
him: A a physician, Dr. Bartow through bis 
jong career distinguished himself not leas by his 
philanthropic and unselfish conceptions of his 
duty to the suffering poor than by his devotion 
to his professional studies.” 

CHARLES EDWARD HORSLEY. 

CANIAS Epwarp Horsey, the well-known 
New York composer and musician, died in that 
city on Sunday last of heart disease, as has al- 
ready been mentioned by telegraph. He wae 
born in London in 1825, and was the vommgest son 
of the English glee-writer, H. WILIA HonsLxr, 
and studied his profession under MENDELSSOHN 
at Leipzig.

His last work was The Patriot 
Flag,” which was performed only a few days ago 
under bis direction at the Lady Wasn N ro re- 
ception at the New York Academy of Music. He 
was highly esteemed not obly for bis musical 
ability, but for his estimable personal character.

THE FINANCE PROBLEM. 
A TRULY ORIGINAL IDEA.

Wasurxcton, D. C., March 1.—Some politi- 
cians, anxious to avoid the perplexities which 
finance brings into national politics, have sug- 
gested a novel method for the resumption of 
specie payments. They propose to leave it to 
the decision of the United States Supreme 
Court. That Court has determined that the 
issue of the legal-tender notes was lawful in 
time of war to meet the exigencies of war, 
but this original act provided that they 
shall only be reissued while the exigeocy 
remains in force. It is held that the exigency 
was the necessity of collecting a forced loan, and 
that, when a legal-tender note is returned to the 
Treasury in liquidation of a tax, it has ended its 
function ; that, im being returned to the Treas- 
ury for such a tax, it conveyed to the Govern- 
ment a title to the thing borrowed; by its issue 
by the Treasury it is therefore not money, but 
only evidence of a debt paid, as much 
as a receipted bill It reissued, 
un works the collection of a new 
foreed loan in time of peace, when no exigency 
exists, and it is insisted that such reissue is un- 
lanful upon the very reasoning by which the 
Court justified the origiual issue in time of war.

The replies, which are to be published as an 
appendix to the Seventh Annual Report of this 
honorable body, are more substantial data than 
anything heretofore obtained, and will be re- 
ceived with great satisfaction by all who are in- 
terested in the progress of the Indian.

ONE-THIRD HAVE A MILITARY FORCE 
upon or iu the vicinity of their reservations. 
the nearest, within three-quarters of a mile; 
and the farthest, from 109 to 200 miles distant. 

George I. Betts writes from Lansing, Mich. : 
“IT have the honor to state that, so far as my 
Agency is concerned,—which embraces the 
whole of the Michigan Indians,—we are, and 
have been for a quarter of a century, so far ad- 
vanced. in Christian civilization as to neither 
need nor have the presence of the military pow- 
er in the administration of the Indian 
affairs. In my opinion, the Indians of 
this State are, as a class, the most peaceable and 
law-abiding portion of our population; and it 
seems tome that to resort to military power in 
the management of their affairs would be as un- 
wise as it would be useless. Indeed, I am confi- 
dent it would have a very disturbing and alarm- 
ing effect upon them. Naturally suspicious as 
the Indians are, the presence and influence of a 
military force would create great alarm among 
them, and paralyze what little domestic and civil 
ambition aud character have been cultivated 
among them by the patient efforts of Christian 
missions and educational means, that have 
brought them from the barbarism of Paganism 
into the manhood of Christian civilization.” 

L. B. Sperry, United States Agent at Fort Ber- 
thold, Dakota, states that there m no need of the 
small two compaay post located within 17)¢ 
miles of his Ageucy. 

J. B. Vosburgh, United States Agent at Por- 
terville, Cal., says that Troops are not in any 
degree brought into requisition in the adminis- 
tration of the Indian affairs at the Ageucy ; 
neither dol consider that their presence would 
tend, in the least, to promote the intelligence 
and purity of the service.” 

At the Cheyenne River Agency. Dakota, there

are two companies of United States infantry ; 
and the Agent, H. W. Bingham, says that The 
Indians have been inclined to peace and friend- 
ship since the arrival of the troops; and that 
the withdrawal of restraint might generate an 
idea of independence that would iead to disas- 
trous results.“ So long as the military authori- 
ties confine themselves to the duties they are 
intended to perform, he bas no apprehensions of 
trouble; but, if the Indians were placed under 
the immediate control of the troops, he would 
not be contident of beneficial results. 

J. M. Shaw, of Ojo Calimte, New Mexico, who 
has a force of ten cavalry soldiers upon bis reser- 
vation, says that 

TWENTY-FIVE YEARS’ EXPERIENCE 
has satisfied him that the cases are rare where 
Indians cannot be governed better by a discreet 
Agent than by force of arms. The Indians are 
pleased to think that he has confidence to rely 
upon their good behavior, without the presence 
of a large company of soldiers. 

The Agent at Warm Springs, Oregon, writes : 
It is my candid opinion that there is no one 
thing that can so completely thwart all efforts of 
an Agent to enlighten his Indians as the influences 
exerted by soldiers among them, excepting the 
upreatricted sale of ardent spirits amoug them. 
. » + What military forces are upon the reser- 
vations have been stationed there to protect the 


} Indians from surrounding tribes, or to quell au- 


ticipated outbreaks, which, in most cases, have 
never occurred.” 
The Agent at Washington City, New Mexico, 
says that he is convinced that it would be econ- 
omy for the Government to abandon the mili- 
tary post in his vicinity. 

„George P. Litchfield writes from Oregon 
that The presence of such military leaders as 
Gen. O. O. Howard and staff will undoubtedly 
make an improvement in the past historv of the 
Pacific Coast.” But such soldiers are rare, and 
heretofore be has considered their coming 
among quiet and peaceable Indians a moral in- 
Urv. 
a W. E. Morford writes from Camp Apache 
„The military are needed here for scouting pur- 
poses, and as a noticeto the Indians that they 
must keep quiet; but on no account shou'd they 
be brought nearer than 7 miles of the Agency.” 

L. 8. Dyar. of Klamath Agency. says that, 
since the removal of the refractory bands of 
Modocs, the soldiers have not been needed at 


all. 
THE ANSWERS TO THE THIRD QUESTION 

are, perhaps, as significant as any. Mr. Barclay 
White, of Omaha, writes: The Indians of this 
Superintendency dislike the presence of troops 
at or near theic Agencies. As far as my obser- 
vation goes, their influence is not good in re- 
spect to morality, good order, and progress in 
civilization.” 

E. A. Howard, of Spotted Tail Agency, says 
that the Indians regard the soldiers as tres- 
passers, and consider their presence a breach of 
faith.on the part of the Government, as it was 
part of the agreement at the time the treaty was 
made that no troops should cross the Platte 
River. 
John H. Pickering, of Sac and Fox Agency, 
says that 

INDIANS HAVE A DREAD OF SOLDIERS, 
and their presence would be demoralizing rather 
than have any Mesirable influence. 

Jones Richards, also of the Indian Territory, 
writes: The influence of troops stationed 

rmaneutly, or for any length of ume, near to 

dians, is demoralizing. and subversive of 
good order; and disease. and ruin are al- 
most, if not altogether, the sare effect of 
a closs proximity of soldiers to the camps of In- 
dians. Consequently they can make no progress, 
uoder such circumstances, in . civilization, 
though they may be yal, peaceabie, 
friendly.” 

John Wood, of Montana, says that the Indians 
feel that the presence of scidiers is a menece. 
Only in cases of threatened or actual nostility 
should the military be brought among them. 

From the Yankton Agency it is learned that

Enoch Hoag, of Lawrence, Kan., says that the 
presence of soldiers probably keeps the Indian 
in subjection ; but this subjection teaches them 
the vices rather than the virtues of civilization. 

E. H. Danforth, of White River Agency, Colo- 
rado, says: I have had very little experieuce 
with the military; but, from what littie know!l- 
edge I have, 1 do not wish it extended; and, at 
least in my judgment, would say that I do not 
consider, in general, their presence and conduct 
favorable to morality and progress in civiliza- 
tion.” 

Charles P. Birkett, late United States Indian 
Agent. writes from Omaha: The presence of 
United States soldiers in an Indian country re- 
tards civilization, only tncidentally preserves 

ood order, and is an incitement, rather than a 
inderance, to immorality and profanity.” 

John D. Miles writes from the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe Agency, Indian Territory: Soldiers 
are regarded as the power of the Government 
to punish bad Indians, and to protect the good. 
As regards the moral influence of troops over 
the Indians, for good order and progress io 
civilization, I have to say that very much 
depends upon the officer in command, touching 
privileges taken by subordinate officers, and 
granted to the common soldiery. In this 
respect, there must pe harmony and co-operation 
bet ween the commanding officer and the Agent.

THE RECORD. 
SENATE. 

Wasatnatox, D. C., March 1.—Mr. Freling- 
huysen, from the Committee on Agriculture, re- 
ported adversely the Senate bill to provide for 
an investigation as tothe habits of the Rocky 
Mountain locusts, or so-called ‘ grasshoppers,” 
and it was indefinitely postponed. He also re- 
ported, from the same Committee, favorably, on 
the Senate biil for the protection of agriculture 
against injurious insects, with amendments, 
which was ordered to be printed, and the bill 
placed on the calendar. 

After debate, the Senate passed, without 
amendment, the House bill appropriating $700, - 
000 for the purchase of material aud continua- 
tion of the work on the building for a Custom- 
House and Post- Office at St. Louis. 

The bill provides that the appropriation shall 
be used for certain iron work. 

Mr. Morrill, in presenting it, said it was in- 
tended that the amount appropriated by the bill 
shall be deducted from the appropriatioa for that 
building for the ensuing fiscal year. 

Mr. Cooper, from the Committee on Public Buildings 
and Grounds, reported favorably the House bill au- 
thorizing the purchase of additional ground for the 
Custom-House at Nashvilie. Passed. 

At tae expiration of the morning hour,the Chair 
laid before tne Senate, as unfinished business, the bill 
deciaring the true intent and meaning of the Union 
Pacific Railroad acta,

SCHENCK. 


He Will Be on Hand Forthwith to 
Smash Lyon’s Testimony. 


A Similar Disposition Manifested 
by Stewart and Park, 


Card from Schenck Embodying a Denial 
of the Whole Story. 


But Lyon Keeps Right On Telling It 
Just the Same. 


His Attorney Continues the Narrative of John 
Bull’s Plucking. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuixoton, D. C., March 1.—The testimony 
given by Lyon in the Schenck investigation 
seems to have stirred up a horoet’s nest in the 
two hemispheres. Bx-Senator Stewart, who is 
in California, telegraphed to-day asking the 
Committee to hear him in his own defense, and 
will probably be in Washington within two 
weeks. Gen. Schenck is to sail for America on 
Saturday, and will answer for himself before the 
close of the present month. Albert Grant has 
sent a long cable dispatch to the Committee 
denying all accusations of improper con- 
duct on his part, and the counsel 
of Trenor W. Park has assured Gov. 
Swann that bis client, now in Panama, will also 
demand a hearing. 80 all the prominent actors 
inthe great Emma Mine scandai will probably 
have an opportunity to tell their histories, 
which, if they prove as entertaining as those al- 
ready told, will add a very readavie though 
greatiy mortifying chapter to the history of 
Official scauda's and gigantic swindles,

LYON’S STORY. 
_ Wasmtwetonr, D. C., March 1.—Mr. Lvon again 
appeared before the Committe on Foreign Affairs 
to-day, and exhibited copies of Senator Stewart's 
letters, to which allusion had been previously 
made. The witness reiterated his testimony of 
yesterday, to the effect that Senator Morton did 
not receive any money, nor had he anything 
whatever to do with him ana Senat S wart in 
connection with the suit of the \ tn» in the 
Utah Court. 

The witness then referred to a t legram seat 
to London in 1871, that Senator Bila: usu iwitio- 
duced a resolution calling for an investigation of 
Gen. Schenck's connection with the Emma Mine. 
In a conversation with Park, the latter said be 
had fixed the matter with the General, whom he 
had induced to give him (Park) his note for 
the stock, and then to write bim a letter 
saying if his note and stock were not sufficient 
security he would give a mortgage on his house 
and lot in Washington. Park said he had certi- 
tied this statement to Stewart, and, if Stewart 
would do the same thing, it would dry up the 


resolution. 
AN INDIGNANT VICTIM. 

The Committee caused to be read a corre 
spondence between 8. T. Pafford and Gen. 
Schenck. In the letter of July 9, 1873, Pafford 
wished Gen. Schenck to give him certain in- 
formation about the Emma Mine, and repeated 
the rumor that Gen. Scheuck did not bona-fide 
pay for bis shares. Whether this was true or 
not, a countryman of Schenck's, then in Lon- 
don, said that 5,000 shares had been given to 
Schenck, and that Senator Stewart received 
2000 shares to become a Director of the 
Emma Mine Company. Pafford wanted to know 
whether these things were true, and, in con- 
clusion, charged Park and Stewart, who were 
friends of Schenck, with baving, with infamous 
intent and fraudalent statements, obtained 
from him and other confiding shareholders large 
sums of money. He asked whether Mr. Scheack 
indorsed the acts of these men, and said if an 
answer should not be given, he would furnish a 
full statement to be published in New York pa- 
pers, and also call the attention of President 
Grant and Lo.d Granville to the question. Lo

GEN. SCHENCK REPLIED 

July 10. 1873, saying that he had responded tothe 
previous letter because it was respectfal in char- 
acter, but when Pafford subsequently attacked 
him in public prinis, the publication being ac- 
companied by inuendoes, he could take no notice 
of his strictures. He, however, had no objec- 
tion to give Pafford all the information in his 

ion, if he would call upon him at 10 
o'clock on the next Sunday, his engagements 
being such that he could state no other time for 
an interview. 

The wituess, Lyon, then stated that Pafford 
had an interview with Gen. Schenck, who told 
Pafford that he did not kuow much of the wit- 
ness, except that he was an adveuturer. and 
asked Paiford whether his name and Stewart's 
were not better than that of Lyon’s. as they oo- 
cupied bigh and responsible positions. Pafford 
said to Schenck there were many concurrent cir- 
cumstances to induce persons to believe that 
money was given to him to float the stock; that 
@ countryman of Schenck’s had said that the 
latter’s means were too inconsiderable to pay 
for his shares. Schenck informed Pafford 
that he had a patrimony from his father’s 
estate in the shape of a coal mine in Wisconsin. 
On this he borrowed $25,000 to pay for one-half 
his stock, and the other $25,000 he borrowed 
from Park, and had not yet bim all back. 
The witness said to Pafford that there were vo 
coal mines in Wisconsin. Subsequentiy, the 
witness called on McCulloch, of the banking 
house of Jay Cooke, McOulloch & Co., when 
McCulloch asked him to let up on Schenck and 
not to be too severe on him, aud said that the 
General was very indignant whenever the 
name of the Emma Mine was mentioned. 
Tne witness said in reply that he was 
not surprised at that, aod that he could not for- 
give Schenck for calling him an adventarer. 
McCulloch informed him that Schenck bad de- 
nied that he called bim an adventurer. 

STEWART. 

The Committee authorized Col. Gorham to 
inform Senator Stewart that they would hear 
him whenever he should present himself, about 
two weeks hence, aod the Committee further 
said that Lyon would be recalled at that time, so 
that Stewart could interrogate. 

Lyon said this woald be verv agreeable to him- 
self, and then resumed his testimony, repeating 
that Park had often informed him that Gen. 
Schenck’s name had sold the Emma Miae, and 
this the witness believed from concurrent cir- 
cumstances. 

It appeared from replies to the questioning of 
witness by members of thé Committee that he 
compromised his interest in the mine for $150,- 
000, the original stipulated sum being $500,000, 
There was great inducement to withhold from 
the public for about a month Schenck’s resigna- 
tion asa Director of the Emma Mine Company. 
Park very much regretted the resignation, be- 
cause the shares fell as low as £14. Owing to 
the Emma Mining transactions,

DEPRESSED. 

J. H. Pateston, of the banking house of Jay 
Cooke, MeCuiloch & Co., bitterly complained 
that their firm had been badly treated, having 
received only £25,000 sterling for the use of their 
name in putting the Emma Mine stock on the 
market.

Discount lines ere comfort- 
ably high, and while there is accommodation to be had 
by outside borrowers it is given only to those who 
present the best of paper. The conservatism of bank- 
ers is not relaxing, but is rather more stringent, and 
mere is no desire to extend loans greatly.

On the street, there is an inadequate supply of good 
negotiable paper, and other kinds go off very slowly, 
Rates are 8@18 per cent,

MUNICIPAL TAXATION AND INDEBTEDNESS. 

The New York Davy Bulletin has prepared a table 
showing the comparative population, taxable valua- 
tion, taxation, and indebtedness of fifteen of the 
largest cities of the United States in the years 1860 and 
1876. This table affords additional proof to that given 
by the similar table of State indebtedness of the crip- 
pling weight of the taxation ‘tis being levied upon 
all our capital and prodn ustries by the ra- 
pacity of tat-caters, The table Mus follows: 
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This table requires sorte. explanation. The in- 
cresse of 156.9 per cent in the taxable valuation is due 
Dot so much to the increase in the wealth of the coun- 
try—which would be more nearly measured by the 
mecrease of population—as to changes in the asseas- 
mentof property, — 

The case of Chicago Mlustrates this: In 1960, as this 
table states, the valuation of Chicago was $37,138,815 ; 
in 1875, it was $303,795,140. ‘This great increase was 
the result mainly of a change im the assessment. In 
18% the assessment was made at about one-quarter of 
the cash value of the property. In 1867 the sssess- 
ment was made approximately equal to the cash value 
of the property, 

The debt of the cities above have risen from $109,- 
800,000 in 1860, to $407, 200,000 in 1876, an increase of 
270.9 percent. Parke, boulevards, improved streets, 
City-Halle, Oourt-Houses, and the like are all the peo- 
ple have to show far this enormous mortgage on their 
property, real and personal. These have cost many 
times more than their reai value, and the plunder has 
gone into the pockets of politicians, contractors, and 
has been squandered in political and personal de 
bauchery,—the residuum of all which is the demorali- 
zation that makes our Munictpal Governments s re 
~' proach to Republican institutions. 

The increase of taxes has been from $19,700,000 to 
$91,000,000, an increase in fifteen years of 363 per cent. 
Municipal taxes are now $18.69 for every man, woman, 
and child of the city population; in 1860 they were 
only $6.88 each. Workingmen and other tenants pay 
these taxes, enhanced by liberal percentages, in the 
incresse in rents and in the prices of their purchases.

CHARGES ON GRAIN. 


fo the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 

While upon the subject of local charges on grain, 
there is one charge made by the Northwestern Road 
that should at once be abated. This Company charges 
$5.0u per car for grain which is kept on track or billed 
on track and afterwards ordered te elevator. For in- 
stance, if a car of wheat which is better than No. 3 is 
kept out forthe purpose of selling by sample, and 
afverwards ordered to elevator, the shipper must pay 
$5.00 for this service, and if a car is switched to an- 
other line $5.00 is charged. Other railroads charge 
$1.00 to $2.00 for the same service, and some of them 
nothing. The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy charges 
$1.00 for extra switching to elevator, and not to er- 
ceed $2.00 for switching to another line. The Rock 
Island makes no charge for sending to elevator. Why 
should the Northwestern charge so much more for 
this service than any other road? RROKIV BR.
